WASHINGTON, Dec. 2. —Collec- 
tion of $5,407,580,251 in taxes and 
efforts to control the [iquor traffic 
under the Prohibition Act, formed 
the principal work of the Internal 
Revenue Bureau during the last 
fiscal year, Commissioner Williams 
said in his-annval report made pub- 
lic tonight. 


The collection was the greatest 
in the history of the nation, he added, 
while in prohibition enforcement the 
bureau was faced with the creation of 
an organization which embraced all 
States and Hawali, Porto Rico and 
Alaska. 


Total income and profit taxes made 
up the bulk of the revenue obtained 
by the government with $3,956, 936. - 
#03, but the report shows that an 
addit al $295,809,355 came from 
tobacto taxes. The levy on distilled 

and .termented liquors produged 
$139,401,149 and miscellaneous and 

war excise taxes brought in 4835, 
863.871. The remainder of the 
revenue was from capital stock, 
stamp and special taxation.

held in storage was in 1914, with 
a total of 282,056,460 gallons. 
Mr. Williams said the government 
had employed the permit system as 
one of its chief methods of controll- 
ing the liquor traffic at its sources. 
He added that 62,759 of the various 
classes of permits were issued be- 
tween January 16, when constitu- 
tional prohibition became effective, 
and the end of the fiscal year. The 
were for the use of alcoholic liquors 
for other than beverage purposes and 
included 11.501 permits to pre- 
scribe.

ENGLAND IS WORRIED 
OVER MEAT SUPPLY. 


— 


MUST BE DEPENDENT ON SOUTH 
AMERICA FOR GREATER 
PART OF BEEF NEEDS. 


‘BY CABLE AND ABBOCIATED PRESS.) 
LONDON, Dec. 2.—An interim 
report on the meat situation, pre- 
pared by the governmental subcom- 
mittee on trusts and issued as a white 
paper, says that for a long time 
Great Britain must be dependent on 
South America for 4 great part of 
her beef supply. North American 
meat companies have nearly 60 per 
cent of the beef output of Argen- 
tina and Uruguay and 75 per cent 
Capacity of the meat works built or 
building in Brazil. 

No complaint is made in the re- 
port of unfair trading on the part 
of the American companies beyond 
severe cutting of prices for the pur- 
pose of developing trade or clearing 
surplus stocks. 

The policy of the North American 
companies is,the same today as since 
their entry into the River Platte 
trade, says the report, namely the 
continued reduction of the trade 
held by British companies. This 
Policy, it is added, involves risk of 
grave dangers to the British con- 
sumer. 

The committee recommends that 
the Las Palmas meat works in 
Argentina shall continue to be oper- 
ated in behalf of the British gov- 
ernment, so as to afford/a means 
for watching developments in cost 
and price movements. 

“There is no evidence of the ex- 
fstence of either temporary or per- 
manent combinations in the home- 
grown meat trade or in imported 
meat from the dominiofis,” continues 
the report. “But there is at least 
a tacit understanding between the 
American meat companies which 
gives them all the economic ad- 
Vantages of an active combination.“ 
These companies, the report de- 
clares, are pursuing a policy of driv- 
ing out the British companies and 
the committee recommends that the 
government take steps to prevent the 
percentage of trade in foreign hands 
increasing.
